The report shall be29

submitted to the office of financial management and the fiscal30

committees of the senate and house of representatives no later than31

ninety days after the end of each fiscal year.32

(2) The attorney general shall include, at a minimum, the following33

information with each bill sent to agencies receiving legal services:34

(a) The number of hours and cost of attorney services provided during35

the billing period; (b) the number of hours and cost of support staff36

services provided during the billing period; (c) attorney general37
